Compared to the work done in 
the last war the foregoing figures 
seem trifling, an executive of the 
drive stated last night. In the 
Great War, Canada alone gave 
through the Red Cross |3S,000,000. 
some in cash and some in kind. 
The Society sent 200 ambulances; 
it built and equipped hospitals, per- 
haps the most famous of which 
was the one at Vincennes which 
wu later turned over to the French 
Government; it provided recreation 
centres and clothing for the troops. 
One of the most interesting services 
performed lvth« Society was in- 
stituting an Information Bureau. 
This both took care of imprisoned 
soldiers and informed relatives of 
their whereabouts. 

S«d CroM to Intcnutlonal. 

The Society is essentially an in- 
ternational organization. Recognised 
by all govemment£, it has branches 
all over as the world. As before 
staled, u far i« poeslble Canadian 
funds are used for Canadian 
soldiers, but the Society brings 
help to all who need it. irrespec- 
tive of nationality or un which side
